It is early to speak of the effect. of 
the revolution on Russian foreign.policy, 
but Milukoff reiterated his conviction 
that Russia was stronger’ than ever. 
As to modifications in the policy regara- 
ing Poland, no decision has yet been 
taken. After the Czar’s abdication the 
previous Russian formula, ‘a free re- 
united Poland under the sceptre of the 
Russian Emperor "’ clearly demands re- 
consideration. 

Milukoff said he was not afraid of the 
Council of Workmen’s Deputies. eir 
delegates were finding their way into 
the various devartments of ¢the ad- 
ministration and practical work would 
tone down the asperity-and broaden the 
views of these very sturdy demoerats.

PRESEN T AND FUTURE OF RUSSIA, 

It is-to be expected, it is inevitable, 
that Berlin should send out reports 
of anarchy and chaos jn Russia. It 
would be unreasonable to expect from 


that quarter any Ritssian news that’ 


could possibly give comfort to friends 
of liberty and democratic institutions. 
To the last possible moment the, Im- 
perial Government must and will keep 
from the German people the truth 
about the overthrow of the autocracy 
in Russia. The Russian example is 
‘of dreadful augury for the house of 
Hohenzollern, the less said about it 
in -Germany the better, 

The portents of evil upon which the 
Berlin dispatches dwell have:no place 
in news coming. directly from Rus- 
sian ‘sources. ‘The dispatches that 
come from-Petrograd from day to day 
are. reassuring, and it-is :inherently 
probable that they tell the truth. 
Tales of disorganization and disioyal- 
ty ‘to the new: Government in the 
army must be set over against the 
self-evident fact that the Czar, would 
never have abdicated if he had not 
Leen convinced that the army* was 
with the revolutionists, Sovereigns 
who have a powerful army at.their 
back are not so weak. and yielding— 
the’ Kaiser, for example.

PATRIOTISM OF LABOR AND 
The capitalist interests are rallying 
to-the support of national interests in 
a manner which qualifies them to ex- 
pect the co-operation -of labor... The 
united copper interests are ‘selling to 
the Government below the market for 
cthers. The Government has accepted 
the us¢ of Henry Forp’s great auto- 
mobile plant on his terms of no. profit: 
to him. The Bethlehem plant, greater 
than Krupp’s, will work for the Gov- 
ernment alone on terms of huge loss, |* 
in comparison with what might 
be made in selling to general, buy- 
ers. Ships. will. be built for the 
Government on terms of cost and a‘ 
fair profit, not a wartime profit. The 
list is. too. long fdr completion,..and, is 
a fair challenge to labor to work also 
on its’own terms, as annotincéd on 
March 12. On that day 147 repre- 
sentatives of three million workers an- 
nounced from Washington that serv- 
ices “.more exhausting than the prin- 
ciples’ of human welfare. warrant ” 
should be asked from labor only when 
“ the profits which the employer shall 
“secure from the industry in which 
“they are engaged have. been/limited 
“to fixed percentages.” Thése are 
the economic conditions upon which 
the officers of the. national trade 
unions ‘pledged thefr members “ in 
‘“‘ stress or in storm to stand unreserv- 
‘edly by the standards of liberty and 
“the safety and presérvation: of the 
“institutions and ideals of our Re- 
“ public.” 

In this co- operation of aniiat and 
labor*in the public service lies our best 
hope of avoiding some undesirable ex- 
periences abroad. ‘There profits and 
wages rose competitively, without the 
restraint of such self-denying: ordi- 
nances as have been imposed here. 
Under the stimulus of unlimited neces- 
sitous buying bythe Government the 
cost of. living rose, and labor found 
itself benefited not at all, except so 
far as it refused to indulge itself. The 
British laborers who bought jewelry 
and music machines and went to their 
work in automobiles enjoyed a beg- 
gar’s holiday at the public cost, Instead 
of raising their economic position. 
British labor emptied the Government 
cash box in defense of what it called 
its rights, meaning short hours, the 
prevention of woman labor, limitation 
of output, and the rest of the’ trade 
union , Program. 

Tt is ivideairebie that the billion, or 
perhaps billions; which ‘we 4re about 
to spend should be wasted in excessive 
profits or wages or in. protection of 
labor's privileges just now. There is 
neither desire nor necessity to exploit 
either labor or capital. Wages. and 
profits should both be ‘fair, for this 
Government can pay its’ way, end 
ought to be beholden to riébody for 
anything. except good citizenship. 
There should. be no excess of praise 
for the capitalists who have shown 
the way of patriotism to labor. ' The 
itrade-union leaders’ must be relied 
upon to ‘hold. the workers . within 
bounds, according to the professions 
wade when they. protested against. 
profits at labor’s expense. There 
should be no such profits. And there 
should be no- disproportionate gains 
for war workers at the expense of 
their associates in other employments. 
For the present, labor should waive 
its eight- hour propaganda, receiving 
ov ertime pay for overwork. If the 
men are taken from the workshops 
for either preparedness or service, they 
should assent to their replatement 
with women or children. of suitable 
age, however contrary to union, princi- 
ples at other times. ‘ iy 

Fair, evén . generous, treatment 
should be thé ‘rule, but no excess 
either of ‘profits or pay. Neither 
should excuse the other, and the thrift 
which has been -so tardily practiced 
abroad should be taught from the 
first here...

Agreement Would Terminate Steam

after several days’ delay, his report of 
new concessions offered by the New 
York, Central in its proposed agreement 
with the: city for west side imprdve- 
ments. The report was was in the form of 
a long letter to Governor “Whitman, |, 
and was signed by all the five mem- 
bers of the Port and Terminals Commit- 
tee of the Board of Estimate except 
Borough President Marks.” On the 
previous night Mayor Mitchel had. tele- 
graphed Governor Whitman asking him 
to defer action ow the Public Service 
Commission's adverse report until this 
report of new concessions had been re- 
ceived: 

The Mayor says that the railroad ‘still 
refuses to enter into’an. agreement with 
the city on a basis of leaseholds of the 
lands granted by the city. This point, 
the granting of the Jand in perpetuity, 
is one that has aroused great opposition. 
As an alternative, the Mayor states, the 
railroad’s représentative was urged to 
agree that the rights acquired by the 
railroad under the contract Shall not be 
Nalued by the railroad at an amount in 
excess‘of the sum paid for them by the 
company. To this, he states, the rail- 
read agreed. This is the principal con- 
cession, and the Mayor then says: 

‘Obviously this amendment would 
preclude ‘the. railroad from capitalizing 
any intangible rights if granted by vir; 
tue of this settlement at more than it 
pays for them and making such grants 
the basis for a future charge upon the 
commerce of the city through increased 
rates.’’ It would also prevent the * pail- 
read from selling back these rights at 
an exorbitant ure in the event of 
ultimate public acquisition, es argues. 

President Marcus, M. ks. issued a 
separate statement penne wad setting 
forth: his views. Mr. Marks was not 
present at all of the conferences at 
which these last concessions, which the 
Mayor states in his report to ‘be in the 
belief of the committee the railroad’s 

“final concessions,” were agreed u 
and in another statement yesterday ‘Mr. 

arks said he received no notice of the 
final conference on the subject. 

In addition to the concession to pre- 
vent over-capitalization of the. rights 
gained by the railroad, on which subject 
there were no restrictions in the former 
agreement, the committee reported that 
the railroad had consented to omen to 
the following, new features:

ARMY OFFICERS LAUD WORK 


Trenches and Artillery Fire Quickly 
Detected, but Motor Transport « 
Gives More Trouble. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MINEOLA, L. I., March ‘22.—Twenty- 
five airplanes, piloted, some by regular 
army oficers and some by civilians un- 
der training, composing, according to 
army officers at the aviation station 
here, the largest group of fliers that 
have ever takem the air together at any ’ 
place-in this country, went up from the 
Government fie]d here this afternoon to 
make observations over .a ‘theoretical 
enemy somewhere in the vicinity of 
Mineola. 

An enemy regiment—so dispatches had 
reported—was encamped in the vicinity. 


.} The pfoblem was to find their trenches, 


Buch of their forces as were on thé 
march, their motor transports, and their 
artillery. The fliers took the air at 3 
o'clock, 4nd within an hour and twenty- 
five minutes ail of the information was 
in the hands of the officers at head- 
quarters on the aviation field. Most of 
the airplanes had returned: within forty 
minutes, but the squad assigned to lo- 
cating thé motor truck @id not accom- 
plish its mission until the truck was 
within three miles of theefield. 

- The army officers and, the flying in- 
structors were much pleased with the 
test, which was made without any mis- 
haps and according to schedule. The 
twenty-five minutes took the air in 
squads, to each one of which had been 
ussigned a special mission. They as- 
cended to heights varying from 6,000 ‘to 
8,000 feef, except the squad which ‘had 
been ordered to detect the artillery fire 
of the enemy, which flew at about 2, 
feet. 

A,trench 100 feet teria’ had been dug 
about three miles from the camp. Near 
it, was an imaginary regiment repre- 
sented by strips of white cloth. 
motor truck’ which started trom .Far 
Rockaway represented a supply train, 
and was covered with black Gna white 
stripes. Smoke bombs were sent up to 
Fepresent the artillery fire. 

In each machine were an observer and 
a ‘pilot. They took with them maps of 
the country, sketching pads, and cam- 
éras. Captain J. W. Butts of the First 
Signal Corps operated a camera by a 
revolving propeller, which ‘permitted the

POPE ANNOUNCES A REFORM 


Congregation of the Index Abolished) 
as Separate Congregation. 


“ROME, March 22, «(via Paris.)—Ad- 

dressing a private consistory today, 
Pope Benédict said he wished to hold 
a consistory. to keep up the tradition of 
the Church \and fill the vacant sees. 
He also desired. to announce 4 reform 
which he thought it opportune to in- 
troduce. He recalled the reform effeat- 
ea. by Pius X. in 1908, adding that Pope 
Pius intended to make a further change 
when the opportunity occurred. This 
reform related to the Roman congre- 
gations. 

The present circumstances, Pope Bene- 
dict said, permitted. gf the change con- 
templated by Pope Pius, which consist- 
ed in the abolition of the Congregation 
of the Index as @ separate congregation 
and its amalgamation with the Congre- 
gation of the Holy Office, the purposes 
and aims of which were identical. 

For the same reason and to lessen the 
work of the Holy Office the pontiff has 
decided to transfer the section of jt con- 
cerned with indulgences to the apis’ 344 
Peniterftial Tribunal.

What happened in the stock market 
yesterday was in keeping with expecta- 
tion. However confident of the coun- 
try’s cause, it, was natural that traders, 
when brought face to face with the 
grave probability of war, should abandon 
some of the optimism with which they 
had previously been entering into com- 
mitménts. Also it was natural, in view 
of the oft-proved proclivities: of bear- 
ishly inclined traders, that the air should 
have been full yesterday of -djsquieting 
rumors. The market and the. Sjock Ex- 
change itself should be on their guard 
‘|against still other rumors which. very 
well mity be set afloat for their market 
efféct, and. which will the’ more readily 
be believed because this war has already 
brought about s0.much that. was im- 
probable, and some things which seemed 
almost impossible. It. is likely that 
American ships will be sunk in the mar- 
ket place which fortunately will end 
their voyage safely. Among the. enémies

Though the pace slackened to sorte ex- 
tent, trading was still on a lar, scale. 
After the reaction Wednesday # 
it was generally expected that. prices 
would be carried lower, and-this very 
expectation lessened the support which 
the market enjoyed. Despite that fact, 
however, the pressure upon prices was 
not overgreat, and for the most part the 
net losses were confined to very, moder- 
ate limits. In the pellmell of rumors 
one was hearing at one and the same 
time that the market was going down 
because Germany was about to declare 
war on us or had already made an at- 
tack on American naval forces, and also 


was about to abandon the war altogether 
because of riots and revolution. Both 
war and peace were made to serve as 
bear arguments, though it would ‘be 
nearer to the truth to say that. either 
would be a bull argument. If there be 
any difference, there is less contradic- 
tion in the latter than in the former, for 
{peace cannot come except through the 
| \verthrow of Germany’s program of, ag- 
' gression, and. war will only come so far 
}as we are concerried to help ‘that over- 
‘throw. With our help or without it, it 
ix essential that the German idea should 
be dethroned. 

But this larger consideration was not 
lthe thing uppermost in the minds of 
| those who traded on yesterday’s rumors 
‘of peace and of war. To most of them 
peace meant an end of war orders, and, 
to follow their own logic, our entry into 
the war should have been made @ reason 
for buying and not for selling, but that 
' {san argument which it will always be 
| difficult to apply in the face of -the nat- 
{ural and wholesome concern which is 
| felt when a country is brought face to 
| face with such a thing as war. It is se- 
fious business about which one cannot 
go with joy, however necessary it may 
bé. But this stage will pass;*ahd the 
chances still are that if we are forced 
into’ the struggle, the country, will go 
resplutely -forward in business as in 
other things, once the period of uncer- 
tainty between peace and war is passed.
